MSI  is  monitoring  macroinvertebrate  insect  populations  in  the  Animas  River  in  Durango  and 
Silverton  at  five  locations,  including  those  with  historic  data  prior  to  the  plume. 
Macroinvertebrates  are  the  small  insects  that  inhabit  the  Animas  River.  MSI  took  samples 
immediately  before  the  plume  arrived  in  Durango  and  20  hours  after  the  first  detection.  Twenty 
hours  after  exposure  to  the  plume,  the  dominant  species  in  the  Durango  stretch  are  still  present. 
MSI  will  continue  monitoring  after  this  event  to  assess  how  the  populations  persist  with  more 
time  and  exposure.
